th e fugitive President M arsh, unloaded 
on him $200,000 w orth of overissue 
stock. 
W anam aker 
got 
financially 
tig h t and the bank came to his rescue, 
loaning him w ithin sixteen m onths as 
high as $150,000. 
L ast December W an- 
mmaker repaid all his loan, depositing 
on one day 858,000 in cash. 
Now, for the other side. 
W ithin the 
last tw o years the Keystone bank m an­ 
agers needed money to tide over th eir 
ro tten concern. 
They borrowed 
a t 
various tim es 8200,000 
from 
W ana­ 
m aker and gave him notes w ith bogus 
stock pinned to them . 
On the 19th of 
May last M arsh confessed to W ana­ 
m aker th a t his stock w as bogus.

same night he confessed the story to 
Com ptroller Lacey. 
The next day the 
bank was closed and W anam aker is 
$200,000 out of pocket.

B r o o k ly n, June 7.—It is no new thing 
to the members of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
church to have their pastor’s eminence ac­ 
knowledged by the outside world. 
But 
even they must have been gratified by the 
distinction conferred upon him since last 
Sunday. In listening to Dr. Talmage to­ 
day, they were listening to the chaplain of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com­ 
pany of Massachusetts, in which office he 
was formally installed with due ceremony 
on June I. 
The organization, which is 
two hundred and fifty years old, aud the 
lineal descendant of an English organiza­ 
tion dating back to the beginning of the 
Sixteenth century, has had many distin­ 
guished divines as chaplains, and the honor 
has always been highly appreciated. The 
subject of Dr. Talmage’s sermon this 
morning was “The Burden Bearer,” and 
his text Psalm Iv, 22—“Cast thy burden 
upon the lx>rd, and he shall sustain thee.” 
THE SERMON. 
David was here taking his own medicine. 
If anybody had on him heavy weights, 
David had them, and yet out of his own 
experience he advises you and me as to the 
test way of getting rid of burdens. This is 
a world of burden bearing. Coming into 
the house of prayer there may be no sign 
of sadness or sorrow, bnt where is the man 
who has not a conflict? Where is the soul 
that has not a struggle? And there is not 
a day of all the year when my text is not 
gloriously appropriate, and there is never 
an audience assembled on the planet where 
the text does not fit the occasion: “Cast 
thy burden upon the Lord, and he shall 
sustain thee.” In the far east wells of wa­ 
ter are so infrequent that when a man 
owns a well he has a property of very great 
value, and sometimes battles have been 
fought for the possession of one well of 
water; but there is one well that every man 
owns—a deep well, a perennial well, a well 
of tears. If a man has not a burden on 
this shoulder, he has a burden on the other 
shoulder. 
The day I left home to look after myself 
and for mysel, in the wagon my father sat 
driving, and he said that day something 
which has kept with me all my life: “ De 
W itt, it is always safe to trust God. I 
have many a time come to a crisis of diffi­ 
culty. You may know that, having been 
sick for fifteen years, it was no easy thing 
for me to support a family; but always 
God came to the rescue. I remember the 
time,” he said, “when I didn’t know what 
to do, and I saw a man on horseback rid­ 
ing up the farm lane, and he announced to 
me that I had been nominated for the most 
lucrative office in the gift of the people of 
the county, and to that office I was elected, 
and God in that way met all my wants, 
and I tell you it is always safe to trust 
him. 
Oh, my friends, what we want is a prac­ 
tical religion! The religion people have is 
so high up you cannot reach i t 
I had a 
friend who entered the life of an evange­ 
list. 
He gave up a lucrative business in 
Chicago, aud he and his wife finally came 
to severe want. 
He told me that in the 
morning at prayers he said: “O Lord, thou 
knowest we have not a mouthful of food 
in the house! Help me; help us!” And he 
started out on the street, and a gentleman 
met him aud said: “I have been thinking 
of you for a good while. You know I am 
a flour merchant; if you won’t be offended, 
I should like to send you a barrel of flour.” 
My friend cast his burden on the Lord, 
aud the 
Lord sustained him. In the 
Straits of Magellan, I have been told, there 
is a place where whichever way a captain 
puts bis ship he finds the wind against 
him, and there are men who all their lives 
have been ruuuing in the teeth of the 
wind, Aud which way to turn they do not 
know. Some of them may be here this 
morning, and I address them face to face, 
not perfunctorily, but as one brother talks 
to another brother, “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord, aud he shall sustain thee.” 
TUE BUSINESS MAN’S BURDEN. 
First—There are a great many men who 
have business burdens. When we see a 
man harried and perplexed and annoyed in 
business life we are apt to say, “ He ought 
not to have attempted to carry so much.” 
Ah, that man may not he to blame at alii 
When a man plants a business he does not 
know what will be its outgrowths, what 
will be its roots, what will be its branches. 
There is many a man with keen foresight 
and large business faculty who has been 
flung into the dust by unforeseen circum­ 
stances springing upon him from ambush. 
When to bay, when to sell, when to trust 
aud to what amount of credit, what will ba 
the effect of this new invention of machin­ 
e s . what will be the effect of that loss of 
crop and a thousand other questions per­ 
plex business men until the hair is silvered 
and deep wrinkles are plowed in the cheek, 
and the stocks go up by the mountains and 
go down by the valleys, and they are at 
their wits’ ends and stagger like drunken 
men. 
There never has been a time when there 
have been such rivalries in bn nj ness as 
now. It is hardware against hardware, 
books against books, chandlery against 
chandlery, imported article against im­ 
ported article. A thousand stores in com­ 
bat with another thousand stores. Never 
such advantage of light, never such vari­ 
ety of assortment, never so much splendor 
of show window, never so mach adroit­ 
ness of salesmen, never so much acuteness 
cf advertising, and amid all the severities 
of rivalry in business how many men 
break down! 
Oh, the burden on the 
shoulder! Oh, the burden on the heart! 
You hear that it is avarice which drives 
these men of business through the street, 
and that is the commonly accepted idea. 
I do not believe a word of it. 
The vast multitude of these business 
men are toiling on for others. To educate 
their children, to put the wing of protec­ 
tion over their households, to have some­ 
thing left so when they pass out of this 
life their wives and children will not have 
to go to the poorhouse—that is the way I 
translate this energy in the street and 
store—the vast majority of that energy. 
Grip, Gouge & Co. do not do all the busi­ 
ness. Some of us remember when the 
Central America was coming home from 
California, it was wrecked. 
President 
A rthur’s father-in-law was the heroic cap­ 
tain of that ship, and went down with 
most of the passengers. 
Some of them got off into lifeboats, bat 
there was a young man returning from 
California who had a bag of gold in his 
hand; and as the last boat shoved off from 
the ship that was to go down that man 
shouted to a comrade in the boat, “ Here, 
John, catch this gold; there are 93,000; 
take it home to my old mother; it will 
make her comfortable in her last days.”

I tell you God 
knows more about it than you d a He 
knows all your perplexities; he knows 
what mortgagee is about to foreclose; 
he knows what note yon cannot pay; 
he knows what unsalable goods yon have 
on your shelves; he knows all your trials, 
from the day you took hold of the first 
yardstick down to the sale of the last yard 
of ribbon, aud the God who helped David 
to be king, aud who helped Daniel to be 
prime minister, and who helped Havelock 
to be a soldier, will help yon to discharge 
all your duties. 
He is going to see you 
through. When loss comes, and you find 
your property going, just take this Book 
and put it down by your ledger, and read 
of the eternal {lossesions that will come to 
you through our Lord Jesus Christ. And 
wheu your business partner betrays yon, 
aud your friends turn against yon, just 
take the insulting letter, put it down on 
the table, put your Bible beside the insult­ 
ing letter, and then read of the friend­ 
ship of him who “sticketh closer than a 
brother.” 
THE LORD SUSTAINED HHC. 
A young accountant in New York city 
his MMwnto antanglad 
Ba 


was honest, and yet he could not make his 
accounts come out right, and he toiled at 
them day and night until he wras nearly 
frenzied. It seemed by those books that 
something had been misappropriated, and 
he knew before God he was honest. The last 
day came. He knew if he could not that 
day make his accounts come out right he 
would go into disgrace and go into banish­ 
ment from the business establishment. He 
went over there very early, before there 
was anybody in the place, and he knelt 
down at the desk and said: “Oh, Lord, 
thou knowest I have tried to be honest, but 
I cannot make these things come out rightl 
Help me today—help me this morning!” 
The young man arose and hardly know­ 
ing why he did so opened a book that lay 
on the desk, and there was a leaf contain­ 
ing a line of figures which explained every­ 
thing. In other words, he cast his burden 
upon the Lord and the Lord sustained 
him. Young man, do you hear that? Oh, 
yes; God has a sympathy with anybody 
that is in any kind of toill He knows 
how heavy is the hod of bricks that the 
workman carries up the ladder of the wall; 
he hears the pickax of the miner down in 
the coal shaft; he knows how strong the 
tempest strikes the sailor at masthead; he 
sees the factory girl among the spindles 
and knows how her arms ache; he sees the 
sewing woman in the fourth story and 
knows how few pence she gets for making 
a garment; and louder than all the din and 
roar of the city comes the voice of a sym­ 
pathetic God, “Cast thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee.” 
Second—There are a great many who 
have a weight of persecution and abuse 
upon them. 
Sometimes society gets a 
grudge against a man. All his motives 
are misinterpreted, and his good deeds are 
depreciated. W ith more virtue than some 
of the honored and applauded, he runs 
only against raillery and sharp criticism. 
When a man begins to go down he has not 
only the force of natural gravitation, bnt 
a hundred hands to help him in the pre­ 
cipitation. Men are persecuted for their 
virtues and their successes. Germanicus 
said he had just as many bitter antagonists 
as he had adornments. 
The character 
sometimes is so lustrous that the weak 
eyes of envy and jealousy cannot bear to 
look at it. It was their integrity that put 
Joseph in the pit, and Daniel in the den, 
and Shadrach in the fire, and sent John 
the Evangelist to desolate Patmos, and 
Calvin to the castle of persecution, aud 
John Huss to the stake, and Horah after 
Moses, and Saul after David, and Herod 
after Christ. Be sure if you have anythirg 
to do for church or state, and you attem pt 
it with all your soul, the lightning will 
strike you. 
INTEGRITY ALWAYS BRINGS ABUSE. 
The world always has had a cross be­ 
tween two thieves for the one who comes 
to save it. High and holy enterprise has 
always been followed by abuse. The most 
sublime tragedy of self sacrifice bas come 
to burlesque. The graceful gait of virtue 
is always followed by grimace and travesty. 
The sweetest strain of poetry ever written 
has come to ridiculous parody, and as long 
as there are virtue and righteousness in the 
world, there will be something for iniquity 
to grin at. All along the line of the ages, 
and in all lands, the cry has been: “Not 
this man, but Barabbas. Now, Barabbas 
was a robber.” 
And what makes the persecutions of life 
worse is that they come from people whom 
you have helped, from those to whom you 
have loaned money or have started in busi­ 
ness, or whom you rescued in some great 
crisis. I think it has been the history of 
all our lives—the most acrimonious assault 
has come from those w hom we have bene­ 
fited, whom we have helped, and that 
makes it all the harder to bear. A man is 
in danger of becoming cynical. 
A clergyman of the l^pivers&list church 
went into a neighborhood fo r the establish­ 
ment of a church of his denomination, 
and he was anxious to find some one of 
that denomination, and he was pointed to 
a certain house and went there. He said 
to the man of the house, “I understand 
you are a Universalist; I w a n t you to help 
me in the enterprise.” “Well,” said the 
man, “I am a Universalist, b u t I have a 
peculiar kind of Universalism.” “ W hat 
la that?” asked the minister. “ Well,” re­ 
plied the other, “ I have been o u t in the 
world, and I have been cheated an d alan 
dered and outraged and abused until I be­ 
lieve in universal damnation!” 
The great danger is that men will be­ 
come cynical and given to believe, as Da­ 
vid was tempted to say, that all men are 
liars. Oh, my friends, do not let that be 
the effect upon your souls! If you cannot 
endure a little persecution how do you 
think our fathers endured great persecu­ 
tion? Motley, in his “ Dutch Republic,” 
tells us of Egmont the martyr, who, con­ 
demned to be beheaded, unfastened his col 
lar on the way to the scaffold; and when 
they asked him why he did that he said, 
“So they will not be detained in their 
work; I want to be ready.” Oh, how little 
we have to endure compared with those 
who have gone before us! 
Bu d g e not o n e in c h. 
Now, if you have come across ill treat­ 
ment, let me tell you you are in excellent 
company—Christ and Luther and Galileo 
and Columbus and John Jay and Josiah 
Quincy aud thousands of men aud women, 
the best spirits of earth and heaven. 
Budge not one inch, though all hell wreak 
Upon you its vengeance, and you be made 
a target for devils to shoot at. Do you not 
think Christ knows all about persecution? 
Was he not hissed at? Was he not struck 
on the cheek? Was he not pursued all the 
days of his life? Did they not expectorate 
upon him? Or, to put it in Bible lan­ 
guage, “They spit upon him.” And can­ 
not he understand what persecution is? 
“Cast thy burden upon the Lord, and he 
ihall sustain thee.” 
Third—There are others who carry great 
burdens of physical ailments. When sud 
den sickness has come, and fierce choleras 
and malignant fevers take the castles of 
life by storm, we appeal to God; but in 
these chronic ailments which wear out the 
strength day after day, and week after 
week, and year after year, how little re­ 
sorting to God for solace! Then people de­ 
pend upon their tonics and t heir plasters 
and their cordials rather than upon heav­ 
enly stimulants. 
Oh, how few people 
there are completely well! Some of you, by 
dint of perseverance and care, have kept 
living to this time; but how you have had 
to war against physical ailments! Ante­ 
diluvians, without medical college and in­ 
firmary and apothecary shop, multiplied 
theii years by hundreds; but he who has 
gone through the gantlet of disease in our 
time, and has come to seventy years of age, 
is a hero worthy of a palm. 
THE BURDEN OF ILLNESS. 
The world seems to be a great hospital, 
and you run against rheumatisms and con­ 
sumptions and scrofulas and neuralgias 
and scores of old diseases baptized by new 
nomenclature. Oh, how heavy a burden 
sickness is! It takes the color out of the 
sky, and the sparkle out of the wave, and 
the sweetness out of the fruit and the lus­ 
ter out of the night. When the limbs ache, 
when the respiration is painful, wheu the 
mouth is hot, when the ear roars with un­ 
healthy obstructions, how hard it is to be 
patient and cheerful and assiduous! “Cast 
thy burden upon the Lord.” Does your 
head ache? His wore the thorn. Do your 
feet hurt? His were crushed of the spikes. 
Is your side painful? His was struck by 
the spear. Do you feel like giving way un­ 
der the burden? His weakness gave way 
under a cross. 
While you are in every possible way to 
try to restore your physical vigor, you are 
to remember that more soothing than any 
anodyne,and more vitalizing than any stim­ 
ulant, and more strengthening than any 
tonic is the prescription of the text: “Cast 
thy burden upon the Lord, and he shall 
sustain thee.” We hear a great deal of 
talk now about faith cure, and some people 
say it cannot be done and it is a failure. I 
do not know but that the chief advance of 
the church is to be in that direction. Mar­ 
velous things come to me day by day 
which make me think that if the age of 
miracles is past it is because the faith of 
miracles is past.

Another burden some have to carry ii 
the burden of bereavement. Ah! these ara 
the troubles that wear us out.

if we lose our good name, perhaps by 
reformation of morals we may achieve 
again reputation for integrity; bnt who will 
bring back the dear departed? Alas me I 
for these empty cradles and these trunks 
of childish toys that will never be used 
again. Alas me! for the empty chair, and 
the silence in the halls that will never echo 
again to those familiar footsteps. Alas I 
for the cry of widowhood and orphanage. 
W hat bitter Marahs in the wilder ess, 
what cities of the dead, what long black 
shadow from the wing of death, what eyes 
sunken with grief, what hands tremulous 
with bereavement, what instruments of 
music shut now because there are no fin­ 
gers to play on them! Is there no relief 
for such souls? Aye, let the soul ride into 
the harbor of my text. 
The soul that on Jesus hath leaned for repose, 
I will not, I will not desert to its foes; 
That sool, though all hell shall endeavor to 
shake. 
I'll never, no never, no never forsake. 
Now, the grave is brighter than the an­ 
cient tomb where the lights were perpetu 
ally kept burning. The scarred feet of 
him who was “the resurrection and the 
life” are on the broken grave hillock, while 
the voices of angels ring down the sky at 
the coronation of another soul come home 
to glory. 
THE ONLY CUBE FOR SIN. 
Then there are many who carry the bur 
den of sin. Ah, we all carry it until in 
the appointed way that burden is lifted 
We need no Bible to prove that the whole 
race is ruined.

London, June 8.—The Standard’s Vi­ 
enna correspondent says that at least a 
dozen persons were killed in the recent 
thunderstorm therfe 
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Old Vessels Are Fast Disappearing Before 
the New Ones. 
Of the nearly seven hundred steam 
vessels which were recorded upon the 
navy register iii 1865 at the close of the 
civil war there now remain only the 
Lancaster, Pensacola, Hartford, Rich­ 
mond, Kearsarge, Iroquois, Wabash, 
Minnesota, Franklin, Yantic, Monoc- 
acy, Michigan, Palos and Pinta, besides 
the thirteen single-turretes monitors. 
This entire fleet carries fewer guns 
than were carried by three of the origi­ 
nal ships of the navy—the Constitution, 
the Constellation and the United States 
—in the war of 1812. Four of the obso­ 
lete warships, old-timers that were fa­ 
miliar to the navy-yard hospital nurses 
and which had been condemned by the 
government, lost their opportunity of 
ever again having their wounds healed 
at any navy-yard and were sold to the 
highest bidder for old junk a short 
time ago, which fact was recorded in 
the Washington dispatches at the time. 
It is likely, says the Chicago News, 
that whoever visits uow hay, a pictur­ 
esque arm of Long Island sound, will 
have his curiosity excited by a picture 
that will suggest to him a marine junk- 
shop. It is a place where the business 
of breaking up old ships is carried on. 
It is the place where the last scene of 
the eventful histories of very many of 
the war vessels have been enacted and 
where the old Brooklyn and the Quin- 
nibaug will have their weary and rot­ 
ten bones laid away to rest. That is, 
they will be torn or blown to pieces. 
All that can he taken apart with the 
crowbar and the axe and saw will be 
taken out intact, and then dynamite j 
will be brought into play to complete 
j 
the ruin. The timbers and plunks that 
can be got out whole will be sold to 
the farmers and contractors for build­ 
ing barns and bridges; and there is 
many a bridge along the drives on 
Long Island upon the timbers of whieh 
may he still seen the names of seamen 
and landsmen, cut in by those who 
fought and died in battle on the Gner- 
riere, the Roanoke, the Shamrock, the 
Powhatan and others of the war vesr 
■els. 
Aside from these few timbers, 
the iron, copper and other metals are 
the only really valuable things in the 
ship. The copper, of course, is most in 
demand and always 
brings a good 
price, and after it is taken out it is 
sent, as also is the brass, to the smelt­ 
ers at Bridgeport. 
Most of the iron is 
sold to the foundry at Whitestone, 
where it is broken up, reworked and 
rerolled. The old machinery and boil­ 
ers are also disposed of to the iron­ 
workers. 
Finally, when everything is taken 
out that is of any value and when all 
the tim ber is taken out th at will pay 
for the labor, whether for building or 
firewood, the rest of the hall is set on 
fire and burned. The sight of one of 
these burning vessels at night is really 
a brilliant one. The verdigris and other 
combustible m atter in the tim ber five 
off rich lights of the most brilliant tints 
and some of the superstitious sight­ 
seers have vowed that oftentimes the 
ghosts of dead mariners have been seen 
walking the sands and digging in them 
for their stolen kits. It has often been 
a m atter of wonder to those who know 
nothing about the value of old junk as 
to where the buyers of these old vessels 
make a profit. For instance, the old 
Quinnebaug was bought for about six­ 
teen thousand dollars and the buyer 
will no doubt make a pretty fair profit 
upon his speculation. 
U pun some of these old hulks there is 
often saved out some particular part of 
the vessel th at is looked upon 
as 
valuable for a relic. One of the great­ 
est treasures of the odds and ends from 
these old ships is the steering wheel 
of 
the 
old 
(Constitution, 
or “Old 
Ironsides,” as she was called. 
The 
vessel is ut present at Portsmouth navy 
yard. 
The old sailing ship Cyane, 
which was one of the vessels she cap­ 
tured in 1815, and which did service foi 
many years afterward in the Pacific, 
was sold a few years ago and broken 
up.
